The previous office action is now hereby withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
references cited do not teach or render obvious in combination of an audio sound 
quality enhancer and a method for generating audio sound having at least one heat 
source configured to heat at least one solid state component. 

While the references cited exist that teach the use of a heat source to heat at a 
solid state component (see U. S. Patents in form 892), no motivation exists for using the 
heat source to enhance the quality of an audio sound. For example, the US patent 
3,882,728 teaches using a heat source to heat a device such that a temperature 
gradient is maintained and cannot be used by itself or combined with other references 
to render the present claims obvious. Specifically, there are no motivations for using a 
temperature sensor to enhance audio sound quality.
